Selectmen’s Statement. 


The unsatisfactory financial condition of our country at large is 
felt in a corresponding degree by our town. 

The savings bank tax has fallen from $1,403.99 in 1894, to 
$533.20 in 1895, a net loss of $870.79, leaving a balance of $284.27 due 
the state. The first year since 1880 that the town has not had a bal- 
ance due from the state after paying the state tax. 

The Selectmen, notwithstanding the instructions given them at 
the annual meeting, have been obliged to allow the Road Commis- 
sioner to expend over three hundred dollars more than the appropria- 
tion, $400 being necessary to repair the damage done our roads by 
the April freshet, leaving only $600 to do the usual work of the sum- 
mer. We trust the citizens of the town will appreciate the situation 
of the Road Commissioner and Selectmen in this matter, as the 
town is obliged to keep its highways in suitable repair. 

Bills to the amount of over $300 for repairing and breaking 
roads, $60 for insuring school houses, and $30 for care of paupers 
were carried by the last annual settlement, so that the debt of the 
town Feb. 15, 1895, was, without doubt, $900 instead of $566.73, as 
reported. Bills for the use of the snow rollers, going back to 1893, 
amounting to over thirty dollars, have been paid. The road near C. 
J. Ball’s, which the town voted to build, has been built; although 
not a dollar was raised and appropriated for it. Of the $51.91 costs 
in the case State vs. Griffin, which was audited as due from the 
county, only $16.54 was allowed by the court, and no costs were al- 
lowed in the case State vs. Foley. The execution against G. W. 
Goodwin of Alstead has been dropped from the assets, as it is worth- 
less. These are some of the reasons why the debt of the town has 
been increased, and in the future only the most rigid economy in ap- 
propriations and expenditures consistent with a wise and conservative 
administration of the affairs of the town can keep the rate of taxa- 
tion, which is already burdensome, from being still further increased.

Report of Librarian 


The Library has become an important and necessary institution 
to the Town of Acworth. More books and magazines have been 
loaned during the last month than for any month since its existence. 
Four thousand six hundred and eighteen publications have been 
taken in the last year, making the average nearly 89 each week. 

Since April Ist, the building has been opened to the public Satur- 
day afternoon only, and I see no reason why the people of a town 
numbering less than 700 cannot be accommodated by this arrange- 
ment. ; } 
The monthly magazines have become an interesting and popular 
branch of the library service, and no one after enjoying their use 
feels inclined to discontinue, consequently subscriptions have been 
renewed for the ensuing year. 

The Librarian must repeat his appeal to some families to use 
greater care when using library property. In stormy weather give 
the books proper protection, and show a better appreciation of a free 
privilege. : 

The town now owns a good and substantial brick building, 
with slated roof, large enough for all library purposes. It seems to 
be endurable, and to all appearance will serve its purpose for future 
generations. The only needed repairs will be a small outlay each 
year to preserve the beauty of the interior. 

Your Library contains 1822 books, labeled and numbered for use. 
In the judgment of the Librarian the greatest need at present is ‘a 
new binding for about 100 old books received from a former circulat- 
ing library. 

Forty per cent. of your deposit has been drawn from Connecticut 
River Savings Bank as per Treasurer’s report. 

Thanking the trustees for their kindly suggestions and cheerful 
co-operation, and the general public for the interest manifested, I 
herewith submit my fourth annual report.

Superintendent’s Report. 


Some changes in regard to the state school law have been made 
this past year, which have not yet been thoroughly tested. 

It might be well to quote the resolution at the last school meet- 
ing, so that all may have a copy. 

‘‘Resolved :—That the School Board may pay for transportation 
to all parents and guardians who live more than one and one half 
miles from the school where their children and wards attend, the 
sum of ten cents per mile one way for the distance they have to 
travel over the one and one-half miles; and furthermore the School 
Board shall not in any case pay for only actual attendance as shown 
by the register and in no case shall any one person receive more than 
$15.00 and.any one family more than $30.00.”’ 

I have tried to have the books throughout the town numbered. 
There are many mistakes in the numbering. 

A better account should be kept of the books, and, as has been 
said before, because the books are the property of the town, pupils 
should take juss as good care of them as if they belonged to them- 
selves. The law now requires the School Board to furnish text books 
to any pupil wishing to purchase the same; and because pencils and 
paper are supplied by the town pupils should not be allowed to take 
or waste. them. 

So far as practicable or possible the same teachers have been 
retained throughout the year, believing it is better for the schools to 
do so. 

There have been seven schools in town the whole year, except on 
Gate’s Hill, that school having 10 instead of 15 weeks in the fall. 

Better work could be done with fewer schools. 

The schools of five and six pupils get much more of the money 
according to the number of pupils than the village schools of 20, 25, 
and 30 pupils.

A teacher paid five dollars a week for teaching five pupils costs 
the town one dollar per week for each pupil, to say nothing of the 
expense of running the school. A teacher paid seven dollars per 
week for teaching 26 pupils costs the town twenty-six and twelve 
thirteenths or twenty-seven cents per week for each pupil. These 
figures are facts taken from two registers. 

In some divisions the parents show an interest in the schools, 
and they are better for it. In others no interest whatever seems 
to be shown. If the parents are not interested the pupils are not apt 
to be. This is the cause of nearly all the tardy marks and a good 
share of the absent marks. 

More money should be raised by the town for the schools. 
Three-hundred dollars is none too much. A little expended on the 
school houses from time to time often saves a larger bill in the end. 

Every citizen ought to be interested in the schools and at least 
find out when the school meeting is to be held, and not two or three 
months afterward give as an excuse for not coming that he did not 
know when it was. Special pains will be taken this year to notify 
such.
